Summary  of  recent  oread  grain  information 

Official  estimates  of  1932  winter  wheat  and  rye  sowings  received 
during  the  we ox  show  a  significant  increase  in  the  Greek  and  English 
wheat  acreages  but  marked  decreases  in  the  Punjab  and  Russian  wheat  areas 
and  a  slight  decrease  in  the- Russian  rye  area.     See  acreage  table  on  next 
page.    Wheat  production  estimated  for  Denmark  and  Canada  have  both  been 
revised  slightly  downward  from  earlier  estimates,  the  new  figures  being 
10,655,000  bushels  for  the  former  and  423,524,000  for  the  latter.  The 
Canadian  rye  estimate  was  also  revised  downward  from.  9,937,000  to  8,933,000 
bushels..     The  new  fig-are  for  the  1933  Danish  rye  crop  is  placed  at  8,661,000 
bushels  against  8,405,000  -produced  last  year. 

World  wheat  shipments  for  the  week  ended  January  21  at  16,261,000 
bushels  were  about  the  same  as  a  week  earlier.     The  Australian  movement  held 
steady  at  6,400,000  while  Argentine  shipments  almost  doubled  to  4,300,000 
bushels  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  North  American  and  no  Russian  ship- 
ments.    Stocks  at  12  continental  European  ports  on  January  15  totaled  around 
7,000,000  bushels.

World  totals;  Russia,  and  Punjab 

In  12  countries  reporting  fall  wheat  see dings ,  including  Punjab  which 
accounts  for  -about  a  third  of  India's  wheat  acreage,,  the  total  sown  area  in 
the  fall  of  1932  was  75,435,000  acres,  nearly  99  per  cent  of  the  area  seeded 
in  the  fall  of  1931  in  those  same  countries.     The  official  estimated  sown 
acreage  in  Russia  at  28,058,000  acres  in  1932  is  only  86.8  oer  cent  of  the 
seeded  area  in  the  fall  of  1931  and  if  these  figures  were  included  with  the 
other  countries  reported  to  date  the  total  1932  fall  sown  acreage  would  be  5 
per  cent  under  that  of  1931.     The  condition  of  winter  crops  in  Russia  on 
January  10  was  generally  satisfactory,  but  snow  cover  was  insufficient  in  all 
important  grain  regions  and  sharp  temperature  fluctuations  were  reported, 
particularly  in  North  Caucasus,  Lower  Volga,  southern  Ural,  and  the  western 
section  of  the  Laddie  Volga,  region. 

A  reduction  of  about  15  per  cent  is  indicated  in  the  acreage  sown  in 
Punjab  with  a  condition  of  90  per  cent  of  normal  reported  in  comparison  with 
a  condition  of  95  per  cent  at  this  time  a  year  ago.    Many  sections  of  India 
were  recently  benefited  by  rains  but  Punjab  needs  more  precipitation,  accord- 
ing to  reports.    The  fall  sown  rye  acreage  in  11  countries  reported  to  date 
totals  24,168,0r>0  acres  or  about  99.5.  per  cent  of  the  area  sown  in  the  fall 
of  1931.     The  official  Russian  estimate  is  63,007,000  acres,  97.8  per  cent  of 
the  rye  area  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931.     See  the  following  table.

North  Africa 

From  "oresent  indications  the  North  African  -"/heat  area  in  1935  will 
probably  be  about  the  same  as  that  of .last  year,  with  the  acreage  of  bread 
wheat  somewhat  larger  and  that  of  durum  wheat  smaller,  according  to  cabled 
information  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  L'-allory  at  Marseilles. 
The  acreage  in  French  Morocco  is  believed  to  be  acout  the  same  as  last  year, 
but  prosnects  are  somewha.t  better  than  a  year  ago.    Algeria  exnects  a  larger 
sown  area  than  last  year .     Insufficient  rainfall  lowered  the  acreage  sown  in 
Tunis  for  the  1933  harvest. 

Europe 

England  and  Wales'  is  estimated  to  have  shown  an  area  17  per  cent 
larger  than  .that  sown  in  the  fall  of  1931  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  .states .    This  sudden  increase  after  a  long  downward  trend  is 
attributed  to  the  high  domestic  nrice  guarantee  of  around  $1.50  per  bushel 
at  par    or.  91  cents  at  current  exchange  to  British  growers.    In  summarizing 
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the  acreage  changes  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  the  Bureau's  Berlin  representa- 
tives note  that  expansion  appears  to  "be  increasing  somewhat  hat  many  countries 
are  finding  that  a  large  domestic  cro-o  presents  serious  difficulties,  especially 
if  prices  are  to  be  maintained.    For  this  reason  the  acreage  expansion  is 
likely  to  be  at  a  much  lower  rate  and  in  some  countries  a  reversal  of  the  up- 
ward trend  may  occur  during  the  next  year  or  so.    At  present,  however,  it  appears 
that  the  acreage  for  harvest  in  1953  will  be  at  least  equal  to  and  possibly  2 
or  3  uer  cent  larger  than  the  1932  area  but  with  average  yields  production  would 
still  be  about  10  per  cent  less  for  the  so-called  deficit  countries,  partial 
crop  failures  with  low  yields,  it  will  be  recalled,  occurred  in  the  surplus 
areas  of  the  Danube  Basin  and  also  to  some  extent  in  Poland  sc  that  average 
yields  in  these  countries  along  with  a  fully  maintained  Danube  acreage  would 
offset  to  a,  considerable  extent  a  decrease  to  average  yields  in  the  other  coun- 
tries, the  Bureau's  representatives  point  out. 

Foreign  market  situation 

Europe 

Continental  European  import  ma.rkets  were  weaker  for  the  most  oart  during 
the  week  ended  January  18,  according  to  information  received  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  Netherlands  and  Belgian  markets  opened  the  week 
active  but  were  dull  during  the  last  part  of  the  week.     In  Prince ,  Austria  and 
Czechoslov aki a,  the  markets  were  quiet  with  prices  unchanged.    Trading  in  1 1 aly 
was  less  a.ctive.'    Large  farm  stocks  and  sizable  stocks  in  mills  .and  elevators 
were  the  main  causes  for  slightly  lower  prices  on  the  German  market .     The  spot 
price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  January  18  was  &L.20  compared  with  $1.21 
a  week  earlier.    The  price  of  rye  was  J. 91  compared  with  $.93  the  previous  week. 

In  summarizing  the  general  European  wheat  market  situation  and  import 
requirements  daring  the  current  season  the  Bureau's  Berlin  representatives 
emphasize  the  greatly  reduced  demand  for  foreign  wheat  as  a  result  of  last 
year's  record  crop  on  the  Continent  due  to  increased  acreage  in  the  deficit 
countries  with  their  widespread  policy  of  self  sufficiency,  combined  with 
favorable  weather  and  unusually  good  yields.    However,  overseas  shipments  to 
Europe  have  so  far  been  larger  than  last  season  and  are  expected  to  continue 
larger  during  the  remainder  of  this  season  because  of  the  small  supplies  avail- 
able in  Russia  and  the  Danube  countries.    On  the  other  hand,  no  large  increases 
are  expected  since  stocks  of  wheat  on  farms  and  in  continental  trade  channels, 
particularly  the  former,  appear  to  be  much  larger  than  a  year  a„go,  and  the  large 
crons  of  wheat  and  rye  harvested  on  the  Continent  in  1932  have  practically  placed 
many  countries  on  a  basis  of  self-sufficiency  as  regards  grain  for  human  con- 
sumption . 
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Governmental  control  of  imports,  which  now  exists  to  some  extent  at 
least  in  practically  all  European  countries,  is  not  likely,  to  be  relaxed 
during  the  present  season  unless  greatly  reduced  yields  in  1933,  or  some 
equally  important  factor,   should  bring  about  a  change  in  the  attitude  of 
continental  countries  toward  international  trade,   the  report  states. 

Much  has  been  said  in  recent  years  regarding  a  decrease  in  bread 
consumption  on  the  Continent.    While  a  reduction  does  appear  to  have  occurred 
in  certain  important  countries,  notably  Germany,  Italy  and  Austria,  available 
data  fail  to  substantiate  any  material  reduction  for  the  Continent  as  a 
whole,  the  Bureau's  representatives  state.    Wheat  utilization  in  particular 
seems  to  be  holding  up  very  well,  despite  artificially  high  prices  in  many 
countries,  due  partly,  no  doubt,  to  the  increase  in  domestic  production  and 
lower  price  levels.     During  the  crop  year  1931-32  the  apparent  utilization  of 
wheat  in  Germany  and  Italy  was  respectively  8  per  cent  below  the  past  five- 
year  average,  whereas  utilization  on  the  Continent  was  0.8  per  cent  above  aver- 
age.    In  the  same  year  rye  utilization  in  Germany  was  6  per  cent  below  average 
and  on  the  Continent  8.5  per  cent  below  average,  but  this  was  due  largely  to 
the  poor  rye  crop  harvested  in  1931. 

In  some  countries  potatoes,  because  of  their  cheapness  and  abundance, 
have  tended  to  replace  bread.,  and  until  the  depression  became  so  severe,  the 
consumption  of  dairy  products,  vegetables  and  fruits  was  increasing,  partly 
at  the  expense  of  bread.     The  large  crops  of  both  wheat  and  rye  harvested  in 
1932  may  actually  result  in  some  increase  in  utilization,  but  part  of  the  crop 
will  in  all  probability  be  carried  over  into  the  next  crop  year,  the  Berlin 
representatives  conclude. 

Japan  (Tokyo) 

■Prospects  for  American  wheat  imports  into  Tokyo  in  the  near  future 
are  not  very  favorable  since  Australian  wheat  continues  to  take  full  advantage 
of  the  depreciated  exchanges,  .according  to  recent  information  from  Consul 
Garrels  at  Tokyo.    A  slightly  larger  whea.t  acreage  in  Japan  in  1933  is  reported 
expected..    Wheat  imports  in  November  were:    United  States,  11,000  bushels; 
Canada,  436,000  bushels;  Australia,  982,.000;  total  imports,  1,429,000  bushels. 

Total  flour  exports  for  the  month  of  November  were  301,000  barrels  of 
196  pounds.     The  wholesale  price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  January  4  was  74  cents 
per  bag  of  49  pounds.     The  domestic  flour  market  registered  strong  with  export 
demand  good  and  more  than  normal  stocks  of  flour  on  hand.     The  condition  of  the 
mills  was  poor  due  to  small  seasonal  domestic  demand.    Wheat  prices  on  January 
4  at  Tokyo  were:    Western  White  No.  2,  72  cents  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  1,  72 
cents;  Australian,  f.a.q.  69  cents;  Domestic  standard  grade  60  cents;  Portland 
wheat  c.i.f.  Yokohama,  47  cents  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded.

The  barley  area 'sown  in  Greece'  '^or  "the'  1933  harvest  is  estimated  at 
511,000  acres,-  and  the  oat  s  area  at  38o, 000  acres,'  "both  representing  increases 
of  around  5  per  cent -over  1931  sowings  and  the  largest  on  record.    The  winter 
barley  acreage  in  the  U.S.S.R."  is  estimated  at  709,000'  acres  compared  with-, 
872,000  acre.-s  last  year.    The  1932  barley  production,  in  Denmark  .is  estimated 
at  45,470,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  3  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year, 
but  the  smallest  crop,  with  -that  exception,   since  1.92.7.    The  oats  crop  is 
placed  at  72,338,000  bushels,  ah  increase  of  over  12  per  cent  from  the  1931 
production,  and  the  largest  harvest  since  1928. 

.  The  average  price  of 'barley  in  Canada  during  1932  is  officially  reported 
at  20  cents  -  compared  with  26  cents  in  1931  and  20  cents- in  1930.    The  oats 
average  for  the  year  was  19  cents'  against  24  cents  in  both  1930  and  1931.

Argentina 


Corn  crop  conditions  appear  rather  irregular  and  prospects  are  still 
uncertain, depending  on  future  weather "Conditions  and  locust  attacks,  according 
to  cabled  information  on  January  23  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at 
Buenos  Aires.    A  good  general  rain  on  January  14-15  was  reported  very  beneficial 
but  mora  rain  is  wanted.    In  the  most  important  corn  territory  of  southern  Santa 
Fe  and  the  extreme  northern  section  of  Buenos  Aires  province  the  crop  condition 
is  fairly  satisfactory  with  some  good  yields  in  prospect  but  the  threat  con- 
tinues of  some  future  damage  to  the  late  corn  from  locust  attack  and  unfavorable 
weather.    Locusts  are  reported  doing  considerable  damage  at  present  in  part  of 
northern  Buenos  Aires,  while  in  Cordoba  and  especially  in  some  other  regions 
outside  of  the  main  corn  sections  heavy  losses  are  reported  from  locust  damage 
and  in  some  cases  dry  weather.    Mr.  Ray  adds  that  on  a  recent  field  trip  through 
nearly  1,000  miles  of  important  corn  districts  about  60  per  cent  of  the  fields 
appeared  quite  good,  19  per  cent  fair,  6  per  cent  poor  and  15  per  cent  total 
ir  almost  total  loss  on  account  of  damage  from  locust  attacks.    These  percent- 
ages, however,  would  not  apply  to  the  whole  country,  he  states,  because  locust 
damage  is  .considerably  heavier  in  sone.  districts  outside  the  main  corn  sections. 

Corn  stocks  in  all  positions  on  January  1  were  officially  reported  at 
39,789,000  bushels.    Exports  from  January  1  to  17  are  placed  at  7,570,000  bushel 
and  estimated  home  consumption  from  January  1  to  April  -30,  the  end  of  tne-  market 
ing  year,  at  16,810,000  bushels  leaving  an  exportable  surplus  of  only  15,409,000 
bushels  on  January  18.    This  amount,  is  about  equal  to  the  present  monthly  rate 
of  exports  and  is  considerably  less' than  the  monthly  rate  during  1332  until 
December* 
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British  South  Africa 

Weather  conditions  have  not  "been  particularly  favorable  for  the  plant- 
ing of  the  South  African  corn  crop, .  according  to  information  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  .The  planting  period  .  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
and  Southern  Rhode s-ia usually "  starts  in  November  and  continues  until  in  Feb- 
ruary in  some  sections.      November  drought  in  the  corn'belt  of  northern  Free 
State  and  southern  Transvaal,  important  corn  states  in  the  Union,  forced  many 
farmers  to  suspend  plowing  and  planting  operations.     In  Kenya,  which  is  lo- 
cated in  the  tropical  zone,  2  corn  orops  are  usually  harvested  -  the  short  and 
long  corn  crops.     The  short  'crop  is  planted  in  November  and  December  and  the  ''' 
long  crop  in  March  and  April. 

The  official  estimate  of  the  1931-32'.  corn  acreage  in  Southern  Rhodesia 
is  255,000  acre.s -  compared  with  273,000  acres  in  1930-31,  with  318,000  acres 
in  1929-30  and  325,000  acres  in  1928-29.    This  represents  a.  reduction  of  21.5 
per  cent  in  four  seasons.    In  Kenya  the  acreage  of  corn  planted  by  Europeans 
was  slightly  less  than  in  1931,.  .  but  the  acreage  harvested  was  slightly  larger. 
The  yield  per  acre  is  estimated  at  29.8  bushels  compared  with  only  21.4  bush- 
els per  acre  a  year  earlier,  and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  total 
production  of  about  5,000,000  bushels  against  only  3,400,000  in  1930-31. 


RICE 

Pinal  Japanese  rice  crop  estimate  shows  little  change 

The  final  estimate  of  the  1932  Japanese  rice  crop  is  reported  at 
18,971,851,000  pounds  of  cleaned  rice,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  the 
Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  This  estimate  repre-  . 
sents  an  increase  of  65,973,000  pounds 'over  the  Novembei  estimate  and  indi- 
cates a  crop  9.4  per  cent  over  last  year  but  .7  per  cent  below  the  last  5- ' 
year  average.

European  cotton  demand  less  active 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  was  only  moderate  with  business 
restricted  during  the  .third  week  of  January  and  prices  of  most  foreign  de- 
scriptions were  slightly  lower  on  .  January  20  than  a  week  earlier.  American 
middling  at  7.34  cents  a  pound  was  off  6  points  for  the  week  and  was  about 
a  half-cent  under  a  year  ago*  .  See  price  table,  page  133  .     Spot  demand  at 
Manchester  was  poor.     Cloth  demand  fell  off  and  yarn  sales  were  reduced  with 
the  market  easier  and  more  irregular.     Spinners  demand  at  "Bremen  was  still  . 
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poor  and  only  the  cheapest  foreign  offers  had  a  chance.    On  the  Milan 
market  spot  and  c.i.f.  demand  was  less  active  'but  very  large  yarn  sales 
were  made.     Spinners  are  reported  trying  to  establish  a  new  price  syndi- 
cate.

Small  1932  walnut  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin 

A  small  walnut  crop  was  harvested  in  the  Danubian  countries  this 
fall  which  was  also  the  case  in  other  walnut  producing  countries,  accord- 
ing to  the  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service, 
The  total  crop  for  1932  in  Bulgaria,  Rumania,  Yugoslavia  and  Hungary  is 
estimated  in  the  shell  at  17,600  short  tons  as  compared  with  37,600  short 
tons  in  1931  and  29,200  short  tons  as  the  five-year  average  for  1926-1930. 
Decreases  occurred  in  all  countries  except  Bulgaria  where  a  crop  20  per 
cent  above  1931  was  reported.    Home  requirements  in  the  Danube  Basin  for 
1932-33  have  been  approximated  at  at  12,000  short  tons  against  17,600  short 
tons  for  the  crop  year  1931-32  (October-September)  and  an  average  of  15,400 
short  tons  in  the  five-year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31.     This  leaves  an  ex- 
portable surplus  of  new  crop  walnuts  available  for  1932-33  of  5,600  short 
tons  compared  with  20,000  short  tons  in  1931-32  and  an  average  of  13,800 
short  tons  in  the  five-year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31.     Shipments  through 
December  1932  have  been  about  6,300  short  tons  and  it  is  reported  that 
there  are  2,100  short  tons  remaining  to  be  shipped.     These  figures  include 
2,800  short  tons  of  old  crop  nuts.     The  quality  of  the  walnuts  remaining 
in  the  Danube  Basin  is  low. 

In  the  latter  part  of  December  walnuts  were  quoted  at  $8.39  per 
bag  of  110  pounds  in  Hungary.     This  high  price  is  due  to  government  re- 
strictions, which  practically  prohibit  imports.     In  Yugoslavia,  December 
prices  have  held  firm  at  $5.38  per  bag.    Rumanian  walnuts  were  quoted 
f  .o.b.  Beuthen  on  December  24  in  110-pound  bags  as  follows:     Star,  $6.25; 
medium,  $5.37  l/2;  fancy,  $7.13  l/2;  and  jumbo,  $8.12  l/2.     These  are  ask- 
ing prices  and  not  based  on  actual  transactions.     On  December  17,  Rumanian 
walnuts,  exstore  in  Hamburg,  were  reported  to  have  been  quoted  at:  Star, 
$6.00;  medium,  $5.25;  fancy  $5.62  l/2;  and  jumbo,  $7.50.    producers  in 
Bulgaria  were  offered  $2.72  per  bag  in  December  for  the  small,  low  grade 
nuts  produced  in  that  country,  but  were  reluctant  to  sell  at  this  figure. 
The  trade  in  walnuts  is  expected  to  be  rather  dull  everywhere  in  Europe, 
because  of  the  substitution  for  this  commodity  of  cheaper  filberts,  the 
crop  of  which  was  large  this  year.

Euro -pe  an  wool  markets,  re-port  increased  activity 

Keener  competition  from  the  home  and  continental  trade  excepting  France 
marked  the  London  wool  sales  of  January  20,  according  to  cabled  advices  from 
Agricultural  Attache  S.  A.  Foley  at  London.    Values  higher  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding sales  series  were  noted  for  all  wool'  except  certain  merinos  and  fine 
crossbreds.     Withdrawals  were  light.     The  trade  is  hopeful  that  the  firmness 
in  raw  wool  may  stimulate  activity  in  fabrics..  -  T/ool  Specialist  H.  E.  Reed, 
however,  cables  from  London  that  continued  firmness  in  raw  wool  values  and 
broadening  competition  have  not  yet  increased  3ritish  business  in  semi-manu- 
factures. 


GEEviMY  MOVES  TO  AID  DOMESTIC  AIT1MAL  FATS 

Effective  April  1,  1933,  a  recent  order  gives  the  German  government  the 
power  to  compel  margarine  manufacturers . to  utilize -butter,  tallow,  lard  and 
their  by-products  in  the  manufacture  of  margarine,  according  to  a  report  from 
Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     The. order  also  grants  the  govern- 
ment power  to  require  that  imported  margarine  also  be  mixed  with  the  animal 
fats  indicated  before  being  offered  for  sale.  .  The  measure  is  in  line  with  the 
present  tendency  to  provide  additional  protective1  .measures  for  German  agricul- 
ture.    The  extent. to  which  these  new  regulations. may  alter  the  German  markets 
for  imported  butter  and  lard  will  depend  upon  the  degree  to  which  the  government 
exercises  its  new  power. 

The  new  order  gives  the  government  a  significant  amount  of  control  over 
the  German  margarine  industry,  if  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  order  are  exer- 
cised.    It  is  provided,  for  instance,  that  the.  government  may  determine  the 
requirements  concerning  the  production,,  handling,  quality,  packing  and  branding 
of  the  products  to  be  used  or  mixed  with  the  margarine.     It  may  also  decide  from 
which  producers  these  products  should  be  purchased.     Another  section  of  the  or- 
der allows  the  government  to  fix  the  percentage  of  butter,  tallow,  lard  and 
their  by-products  to  be  mixed  with  domestic  and  imported  margarine.     The  per- 
centage is  to  be  established  from- time  to  time  on  the  basis  of  available  quan- 
tities deemed  acceptable  by  the  authorities.     This  is  an  important  provision, 
since  it  bears  directly  upon  the  amount  of  domestic  butter  and  lard  which  may 
be  offered  for  consumption  as  such.    Another  article  provides  for  the  use  of 
domestic  vegetable  oil  seeds  in  the  activities  of  German  vegetable  oil  mills. 

The  general  order  also  prohibits  the  trade  in  margarine  and  non-animal 
fats  from  referring  to  milk,  butter,  other  milk  -products  or  lard  or  to  their 
production  on  any  wrappers,  posters  or  other  illustrative  or  advertising  matter. 
Fines  and  other  penalties  are  provided  for  infractions  of  the  new  regulations 
governing  the  margarine  industry. 
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THE  tfORLD  SITUATION  IN  CATTLE  AND  BEEF 

Last  week  we  published  details  covering  world  cattle  numbers, 
beef  production  and  consumption,  and  the  movement  of  beef  from  the 
world's  leading  exporting  countries.     The  position  of  the  United  States 
in  the  current  world  cattle  and  beef  situation  also  was  pointed  out. 
This  week  there  appear^  some  comments  on  the  current  price  situation 
for  cattle  in  Argentina  and  for  chilled  beef  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
together  with  figures'  illustrating  the  reduced  imports  of  overseas 
beef  into  the  leading  European  importing  countries. 

A  leading  commercial  source ' reports  that  on  December  17,1932 
the  Argentine  packing  plants  were  paying  from  $1.82  to  $1.87  per  100 
live  weight  for  best  chilled  beef  steers.    A  year  earlier  similar 
cattle  brought  $2.29  to  $2.51.     The  average  official  price  of  chilled 
beef .steers  at  Liniers  Market,  Buenos  Aires,  in  September  1932,  was 
$2.17.    For  the  first  half  of  1932  the  average  price  was  $2.28  against 
$3.78  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1931.     See  table  below.     The  bulk 
of  the  cattle  bought  by  packing  plants  is  obtained  direct  from  ranches. 
In  1931,  purchases  direct  from  ranches  represented  74  per  cent  of  the 
total,  with  about  24  per  cent  coming  from  the  Liniers  Market  at  Buenos 
Aires  .

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THE  WOFLD  SITUATION  IN  CATTLE  AND  BEEF,  CONT'D 

•  '•"  European  importing  countries 

,    For  the  first  11  months  of  1952  imports  of  chilled  beef  into  the 
United  Kingdom  were  4.6  per  cent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  1931 
perio'd.    Receipts  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  were  down  0.5  per  cent  and 
35  per  cent  respectively,  with  other  countries  contributing  17.9  per  cent 
less.    The  new  receipts  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  are  not  yet  large 
enough  to  aooear  in  the  published  figures  on' imports.    Erozen  beef  im- 
ports fell  only  1.1  per  cent  in  1932  as  against  the  comparable  1931  period, 
but  that  figure  for  1932  would  have  been  smaller  had  not  imports  from 
New  Zealand  increased  by  84.4  per  cent.    New  Zealand  is  in  third  place  as 
a  scarce  of  frozen  beef  imports,  but  declines  of  1.5  per  cent  and  10  per 
cert  respectively  in  the  receipts  from  Argentina  and  Australia  gave  New 
Zealand  a  larger  percentage  than  usual  of  the  total  receipts-.     In  view  of 
the  present  liuitn.tions  on  receipts  of  beef  from  non- Empire  countries,  it 
is  anticipated  that  later  import  retu.rns  will  allot  an  increasing  share  of 
the  total  receipts  to  Australia,  and  New  Zealand.     See  table,  page  128. 

Complete  price  returns  tare  not  yet  available  for  December,  the  first 
complete  month  of  restricted  beef  imports.    Press  reports,  however,  suggest 
that  reduced  supplies  are  being  reflected  in  a  somewhat  stronger  London 
market  for  overseas  beef  in  sterling  quotations.    Throughout  1932,  gold 
price  equivalents  v/ere  under  those  of  1931,  a  situation  to  which  weaker 
sterling  exchange  notes  contributed  in  a  large  measure.    In  November  1932, 
the  average  gold  -price  of  Argentine  chilled  hindquarters  was  12.2  per  cent 
below  a  year  ago  and  one  of  the  lo'vest  monthly  averages  of  recent  years,  rep- 
resenting a  continuation .  of  the  decline,  reco.rdad  since  last  Aoril.     In  fore- 
quarters,  however,  the  November  average  gold  price  was  higher  than  any  since 
last  June,  and  xvhile  still  -unusually  low  for  November,  was  only  1.2  per  cent 
under  last  year.    See  table,  page  127. 

Total  beef  imports  into  France  during  the  first  10  months-  of  1932   

were  55.6  per  cent  under  the  comparable  1931  figures.  '  In  frozen  beef  the 
largest  item,  the  decline  amounted,  to  50.5  per  cent  below  the  1931  level, 
when  imports  were  unusually  large  for  recent  years.  '  In  1932  Uruguay  again 
assumed  first  place  in  French  imports  of  frozen  beef,  displacing  Argentina 
which  had  forged  ahead  in  1931.     The  1932  figures  give  Madagascar  third 
place.     Imports  of  fresh  and  chilled  beef  in  the  1932  period  were  less  than 
one-fifth  as  large  as  in  1951.     See  table,  page  129. 

In  Germany  interest  in  overseas  beef  dwindled  to  negligible  propor- 
tions in  1952.     Eleven  months'  figures  show  that  beef  imports  from  all  sources 
were  only  one- third  as  large  as  in  1931.    In  that  year,  import  restrictions 
cut  overseas  beef  receipts  down  to  a  fraction  of  the  1930  and  1929  fig\xres. 
Practically  all  of  the  beef  now  entering  Germany  cooes  as  fresh  beef  from 
neighboring  countries,  principally  Denmark  and  Lithuania,  the  latter  country 
assuming  the  Netherlands'  position  as  second  to  Denma.rk.    See  table,  page  129* 
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The  Netherlands  import  trade  in  beef  declined  about  56  per  cent  below 
1931  in  1932, .while  the  export  trade  was  down  62'  per  cent  by  volume .  Receipts 
from  Argentina  were  about-,  cut  in  half  in  1932,  that  country  supplying  most  of 
the  foreign  beef  reaching  Netherlands  markets.    In  the  export  business,  which 
nearly  balances  imports,  1932  figures  were  little  more  than  one- third  as  large 
as  in  1931.    Germany  ana  France,  the  leading  buyers,  took  much  less  in  the 
year  just  closed  than  in  1931.
